LINCOLN, Neb., May 14.—A coroner's 
inquest into the murder of Mrs. Sid 
Mackey by her husband and the subse- 
quent suicide of the latter near Fair- 
bury, Neb., discloses a tragedy unusual 
in the criminal annals of the State. 

Mackey was a wealthy widower with 
several grown children, and married the 
woman 18 months ago. They quarreled 
frequently, and Mackey, brooding over 
his unhappiness, bought a revolver three 
weeks ago. Saturday morning a woman 
neighbor entered the house and found 
Mackey’s body on a bed, a ghastly 
‘wound in the temple and a pistol 
clutched in his hand. 

Several days previously he had told 
the neighbors that his wife had gone 
~on a visit, and it. was not until the 
Qoroner reached the scene, six hours 
later, that the woman’s corpse was dis- 
covered in another room.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 14.—Acting 
the role of a burglar to reach the wom- 
an who was suing him for divorce 
William Selle, 50 years old, broke into 
the home of Frederick Luebke, 1513 
Booth street, shortly before daylight to- 
day, made his way to the room of Mrs. 
Selle, his wife, employed as Mr. 
Luebke's housekeeper, and killed her 
with a revolver. 

The enraged man shot at his ll-year- 
old daughter, Louise, then put a bul- 
let in his own temple, dying instantly. 
The girl escaped injury. The Coroner 
will hold an inquest on both victims 
of the tragedy. . 

Mrs. Selle left her husband two months 
ago and began suit for divorce, alleg- 
ing cruelty, and, pending the ending of 
the suit, she was keeping house for 
Luebke, an aged widower, and his two 
sons. 

Selle went to the house shortly be- 
fore dawn, broke in a cellar window 
and made his way to Mrs, Selle’s room 
without awakening any one. Mrs. 
Selle, however, awoke as he entered 
the room and screamed, “My . God, 
Selle!” 

Her screams awoke the Luebkes and 
they ran toward the — room. Selle, 
however, drew a revolver from his 
pocket. The first shot struck Mrs. 
Selle in the mouth and she fell dead. 

Louise tried to escape from the 
room, and though she touched her 
father as she went by, he fired two 
shots at her, but both missed. Selle, 
waving his reyolver, ran into the 
hall, knocking down Arthur Lubke, 
one of the sons of the owner of.the 
house, as he passed. 

Later, when Luebke left Mrs. Selle’s 
room to go for a doctor, he fell over 
the body of Selle in the dark hall. 
fle had put a bullet in his own tem- 
ple and died in the house.

Oliver Sweeney was carrying his ba- 
by, Oliver, 13 months old. He gave the 
child to his wife when the affray began 
and:she fied. In Sweeney’s right hip 
pocket was a bottle of milk for the ba- 
by. The first shot hit the bottle, shat- 
tered it and lodged in Sweeney's hip, 
bits of the glass cutting Sweeney. ‘lhe 
second shot lodged just above the first. 

John Locker of 72 St. Clair street, Kast 
St. Leuis, is under arrest at the Carr 
Street Station, charged with the shoot- 
ing. He was identified by John L. 
Sweeney and his wife. Locker denies 
that he had anything to do with the 
fight. 

John Sweeney owns a number of slot 
machines and concessions in Central 
Park, East St. Louis, and his brother, 
Oliver, has a share in them. They went 
to the park Sunday afternoon with 
their wives and Dan Sweeney, who is a 
jockey and returned Saturday from the 
East. i 

During the afternoon ave: MRW;* who 
were at the park with a young woman, 
a’ blond apparently 256 years old, at- 
tracted theif attention. They were sit- 
ting at a table near by. At a time when 
the three Sweeney brothers were in an- 
other part of the park the woman went 
to the table, where the two wives sat, 
and took a chair away. She tried to en- 
gage them in conversation, but 


didn't reply. 
Called Woman “Kid.” 


Both parties returned to St. Louis on 
the last car across the bridge. ‘The 


Sweeneys left the car first and hurried 
west oun Washington avenue. In front 
of 418 Washington avenue one of the 
men in the other party stepped up b<- 
hind Mrs. Ida Sweeney and said: 

“You're my little pal, ain’ t you, Kid?’’ 

“t should say I’m not,’ said Mrs. 
Sweeney. Then Mrs. Nellie Sweeney, 
who is 20 years old, took her baby 
from her busband and ran. She turned 
a short distance away and watched the 
struggle that began between the five 
men and the blond, the three Sweency 
brothers and Mrs. Ida Sweeney. Jonn 
Sweeney shook his fist in the face of 
the man who had spoken to his wife. 
and five men hit at him. Oliver Sween- 
ey and his jockey brother rushed to ihe 
protection of their brother, and Mrs. 
Ida Sweeney fought with the best of 
them. . 

The melee occurred in a half-lighted 
snot, and was so confused that the 
principals can’t tell exactly what 
happened. Oliver Sweeney knocked 
one of the men down. The man raised 
himself.on his knees with a revolver 
in his hand. He shot twice. The first 
bullet knocked Sweeney down, and as 
he rose the second was fired. He 
wrenched the revolver from. the 
kneeling man’s hand and struck him 
on the head with it. 

After the shooting the blond and 
the five men ran. John and Dan 
Sweeney examined their brother. He 
was taken to the City Dispensary and 
then to his home. 

John Sweeney has a broad _ scar 
across his nose as a result of the en- 
counter, and his wife has_ several 
scratches which she says the blond 
young woman is res onsible for. Dan 
Sweeney bore many bruises,

BERLIN, May 14.-Tye Orient corre- 
Spondent has just made public the text 
of a letter written by Publius Lentulus, 
an officer of Pontius Pilate’s court, to 
the Roman Emperor, which, as an- 
nounced last week, was recently discov- 
ered in the library of the Lazarist Fath- 
ers.

CHARGE OF “LIAR” IMRS, KIRKSEY IS 


GRANTED DIVOnCt 


Judge Finds No Difference Be- 
tween Drunkenness and 
Intoxication. 


There is no difference between gét- 
ting drunk and getting intoxicated, ac- 
cording to Circuit Judge Hough. He 
granted a divorce Monday to Mrs. Anna 
Cc. Kirksey of 4828 Page boulevard from 
Walter P. Kirksey, who denied that he 
ever got drunk, but admitted that he 
sometimes became intoxicated. 

At the trial of the case two weeks 
ago, Kirksey, who is a clerk in. the 
offices of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad, strongly denied that he had 
ever been-.drunk in his life, but con- 
fessed that he had on some occasions 
been intoxicated. He defined drunken- 
ness as the condition in which a man 
has forgotten where he lives and what 
car will take him there, and said he 
was always able to get home. He had a 
lot of his associates, who made the same 
fine distinction, to testify that they had 
never seen him ‘“drunk.”’ 

In deciding against Kirksey Monday, 
Judge Hough said: : ; 

“The plaintiff alleged that her hus- 
band had been a drunkard for a year. 
The evidence on this was conflicting. 
The defendant brought his fellow clerks 
in a railroad office to testify to his con- 
duct during the day, but their testi- 
mony did not contradict that of wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff as to his be- 
havior during the night. 

May Re Sober Next Day. 

“TI take it to be a nhysilological fact, 
of which judicial notice may be taken, 
that a man may be intoxicated at night 
and sober the next day, and that this 
‘may continue for a long period of time, 
depending on the physiéal constitution 
of such a periodocial inebriate. 

“‘Unimpeached testimony was to the 
effect that the defendant was drunk, or 
intoxicated, as he called it, twice a 
week. for a year, but, even conceding 
that the charge of habitual drunkten- 
ness is net sustained, the evidence does 
amply establish the fact that the de- 
fendant drank almost constantly to ex- 
cess and-that his conduct at times when 
ha was drinking was tuch as to make 
the condition of any sensitive-and self- 
respecting woman tIntolerable.’’’ '

Four Big Magazines Blow Up at 
Bridgeport, Conn., Caus- 
ing Panic, 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 14.—Four 
magazines in the testing grounds of the 
Union Metallic Cartridge Co. exploded | 
early. this morning, the concussion 
shaking the whole city and causing 
great alarm among many persons, who 
believed that there had been an earth- 

quake, 

Windows were shattered and in many 
houses crockery fell from shelves, but 
no serious damage was reported. There 
were two explosions, with but a scond’s 
interval, and a large amount of powder 
was destroyed. So far as known, no 
person was harmed. | 

Following the explosion, many per- 
sons clad only in their night garments 
fled to the streets, believing that the 
earthquake recently predieted had taken 
place. Many women became hysterical, 
and it was some time before they were 
reassured. 

Four private residences escaped with- 
out brdken windows. The damage seems 
to be confined entirely to broken glass, 
and already the Cartridge company has 
given notice that property owners will 
be compensated for damage of this na- 
ture. 

Immediately after the explosion the 
city was flooded with inquiries from 
other places for particulars of the. dis- 
turbance, which resembled an earth- 
quake. From all parts of the State 
came word that the shocks were felt 
with force enough to awaken people 
from sound slumber. 

The four magazines which exploded 
contained 25,000 pounds of powder each. 
None of the company’s other buildings 
was damaged and the four adjacent 
magazines were unharmed. The cause 
of the explosion is not known. 

Most of the plate-glass windows in 
the city were shattered, and the Isola- 
tion, a small structure half a mile away, 
was wrecked. A panic occurred among 


the inmates of the town farm, but no 
one was hurt. The m ines were lo- 
cated on Success Hill, in the northern 
part of, the city.

SANDBAGGING SUSPECTED 
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Proof of Use of Drugs Lacking, 
Except for Dying 
Statement. 
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One arrest has been made in connec- 
tion with the murder and robbery of 
John Hickey in Madison, and the au- 
thorities expect to arrest two or three 
other suspects within 24 hours. 

The man now under arrest is Tony 
Jarbic, bartender at King George's 8a- 
loon, where Hickey has seen drinking 
late Wednesday afternoon. Jarbic was 
taken into custody Sunday at the sa- 
loon and is held on suspicion, pending 
the Coroner’s inquest. Jarbic has en- 
gaged a lawyer, and by his advice has 
refused to make any statement. 

The authorities say the ‘evidence 
against Jarbic is circumstantial, but 
sufficiently strong to require explana- 
tion. It is certain that Hickey was in 
King George's saloon and that he 
drank beer there for which he refused 
to pay. He was seen by a policeman 
who did not think the circumstances 
warranted an arrest. 

This was Wednesday afternoon. Early 
the next morning Hickey was found in 
an alley unconscious. He was taken 
to the calaboose, where he died within 
a few hours. Though he is known to 
have had $500 a few hours before his 
death, only a penny was found in his 
pockets when he was arrested. 

Seen Dividing Money, 


Coroner Streeper and Deputy Coro- 
ner Voorhees say they have proof that 
the bartender was seen dividing a con- 
siderable sum of money with other 
men in the saloon Wednesday night. 
They want him to tell where and how 
he got the money, and to whom he was 


paying it. 

Dr. W. H. Grayson of Granite City 
held an autopsy on Hickey’s body Sun- 
day. He found evidence that the man 
had been sandbagged. There was 4 
bruise across the side of the head that 
was sufficiently extensive to have 
caused unconsciousness and perhaps 
death. The skin was not«not broken and 
the conclusion was reached that the 
blow was inflicted with a sandbag or a 
lead pipe covered with cloth. This blow 
caused death by concussion of the brain. 
Dr. Grayson was unable to say wheth- 
er Hickey had been drugged. This could 
not be told without a chemical analysis, 
and it is possible that a drug was used | 
which was absorbed. But the evidence 
of sandbagging is regarded as sufficient 
proof that murder was committed. 
Coroner Streeper has postponed the in- 
quest until 7 p. m. Monday. The inquiry 
will be held at Voorhees’ undertaking 
rooms and all who are supposed to know 
anything ubout the affair have been 
summoned. 

Mrs. Hickey, widow of the murdered 
man, is at the home of a friend in East 
St. Louis. She is too ill to leave the 
house. and arrangements for the funeral 
of her husband have not been made. 
Hickey was traveling overland to 
Oklahoma and carried $00, with which 
he planned to buy a farm there. One 
of his friends in Madison saw his roll 
of bills, and advised him to deposit the 
money in a bank. His last words were 
an expression of regret that he had not 
taken this advice, and indicated that he 
had been drugged.

Death was due to a complication of 
diseases following an attack of stomach 
trouble, which became acute Thursday 
last. 

In spite of brief periods of seeming 
improvement Schurz slowly failed and 
yesterday afternoon sank into a state 
of coma, which continued untH the end. 
At the bedside’ were a son, Carl L., and 
two daughters, Marianne and Agatha; 
Edward lL. Pretorius of the St. Louis 
Westliche Post, in which Schurz was 
still a stockholder, and Drs. Jacobi and 
Strauss. 

Schurz was 76 years old. His residence 
here was at 24 East Ninety-first street. 

Drs. Jacobi and Rudisch issued the 
last bulletin at 10 p.m. . 

“More frequently unconscious during 
the afternoon; new attack thus far 
moderate, of pulmonary oedema; tem- 
perature, pulse and respiration rising; 
condition most serious.”’ 

This was the last formal bulletin is- 
sued ros 2 the night, but the doctors 
femained in constant attendance ‘be- 
cause of their patient's critical condi- 


tion. 
Family at Bedside. 


At 2:50 this morning the family of Mr. 
Schurz was assembled about his. bed- 
side, with full knowledge that he was 


steadily sinking, and expecting his death 
at any moment. 

Everyone about the house had the 
impression from early in the evening 
that Schurz would not live through the 
night. None of the numerous visitors 
were permitted to see the sick man, and 
they merely left their cards. At the 
bedside, apparently resigned to the cer- 
tainty of early bereavement, were his 
son, Carl L. Schurz and the latter's 
wife and his daughters, Miss Agatha 
and Miss Mariana Schurz.

CAREER OF CARL SCHURZ 
PUBLICIST-STATESMAN. 


Of all the great figures of the epochal 
Civil War period, one of the last com- 
manding survivors was Carl Schurz. 


Unlike many of the great men with 
whim he was identified in the making 
of the stirring history of the past half 
century, Carl Schurz carried through all 
the great crises in which he had a part 
a contemplative attitude, the heritage of 
his German birth and education, and 

of keen observation. 

In the ‘60s, when America was seeth- 
ing with the conflict of ideas which 
finally burst forth into war, young 
Schurz, fresh from the stress of his na- 
tive Rhineland’s ineffctual fight for lib- 
erty, threw himself at once into the 
cause of freedom in the republic, and 
through that period of hot debate and 
fierce controversy played a man’s part 
until his party triumphed in the elec- 
tion of Lincoln, and the South flamed 
Out in war. From that day to his death, 
during the five years of fighting, 
through the bitter days of reconstruc- 
tion, u pthrough the period of political 
debauchery and financial immorality 
which have ripened into the problems 
this generation has set out to conquer, 
Carl Schurz has been a fighter and al- 
Ways on the right side. 





Broke College Career. 


jorn of peasant stock, March 2, 1829, 
at Liblar, near Cologne, in the German 
Rhineland, Schurz’s youth outran the

siow growth of the new thought, which 
ever since the French revolution and 
the days of the Napoleonic occupation 
had been germinating in the German 
people, and at the age of 20 he was a 
man high up in the councils of the rad- 
icals, and when the Prussian King 
Sought to put down his people with 
arms gave up his student career at the 
University of Bonn to march, with some 
of his fellow students and a handful of 
patriots, upon the Prussian 

Siegburg. The bffair 
Schurz felt himself committed to action 
and pushed on into the Palatinate. 
where he joined the revolutionists in 
the fleld against the Prussians, and 
fought with them through the futile 
campaign of 1848, which ended in the 
surrender of Ratstatt. 

Though Schurz was in the beleaguered 
town he refused to lay down his arms 
with the defeated garrison, and after 
several hairbreadth escapes succeeded 
in making his way with two compan- 
lons through a sewer into the open 
country and thence to Switzerland, One 
of the revolutionists captured at Rat- 
statt was the poet and revolutionist 
Kinkel, Schurz'’s professor at the uni- 
versity and his companion in the first 
days of the insurrection. Safe in Swit- 
zeriand, young Schurz heard that his 
old friend had been sentenced to life 
imprisonment in a German fortress, and

This was the past of the young man 
who came to find a new country in 
America in 1852. It was part of his na- 
tive idealism to enlist heart and soul in 
the anti-slavery agitation and in keep- 
ing with his character to throw his full 
energy into the cause. From the plat- 
form and in the press he fought for 
abolition and was one of the _ fiercest 
opponents of the fugitive-slave law and 
the know-nothing movement. In the 
great Linguln-Douglas debates he met 
and worked with Lincoln, and as one of 
the founders’ of the new Republican par- 
ty helped to Domi te hi at the Chi- 
cago convention of 1860. 
Ye played a large part in this, moving 
period, and his experiences are an il- 
luminating contribution to history of the 
utmost importance, just now when the 
country seems-entering upon a new era 
of moral and intellectual growth which 
has had no parallel sirfce those great 
days. 

Schuriz saw the unfolding of events 
with the eyes of an idealist, and, though 
himself in the thick of action, with the 
perspective of an outsider. Of Lincoln 
he saw much in this period. Douglas 
he studied closely, and it was his speech 
en him delievered at Cooper Union in 
1260 which is given credit for Douglas 


defeat.

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Quit Spanish Post, 


In the first days of the war Schurz 


served his adopted country as Minister 
to Spain. Europe's sympathy was gen- 
erally with the South. Schurz saw that 
if England and the Continental nations 
were to be won over to the Union cause 
the war must be fought on the highest 
moral grounds, and he was largely re- 
sponsible for waking up the Government 
to the necessity of showing that it was 
warring against slavery. 

Schurtz’s fighting blood, however, 
would not let him remain at a European 
court. while his adopted country was 
spilling blood in a campaign that gave 
no hope of eriding. He came home in 
the spring of ’62 and entered the Fed- 
eral army. 

As a Brigadier-General he led his 
troops at the Second Bull Run, Chancel- 
lorsville, Gettysburg ant Chattanooga. 

The fighting over, Carl Schurz entered 
upon the least glorious, but perhaps the 
most useful and inspiring. of his public 
activities. President Johnson sent him 
into the South to study the problems of 
reconstruction and he became a hot and 
fearless enemy of carpet-bag rule. 

He was one of the founders and one 
of the most forceful personalities in the 
Civil Service Reform movement. 

As a private citizen he age lag Bonn

Salat. He served on the New York Trib- 
une. founded the Detroit Press and was 
editor of the Westliche Post of St. Louis. 

In 1869 Missouri sent him to the 
United States Senate. 

Launched on his political career he re- 
mained in the public eye until advancing 
years compelled him to diminish his ac- 
tivities. In a long public career in of- 
fice and out, he has constantly battled 
for the principles of good government. 
He kept himself out of the political mire 
and refused always to compromise with 
his conscience. 

Though he was a member cf the con- 
vention which nominated Blaine he re- 
fused to support him and started what 
was in effect the beginning of the power 
of the independent conscience in poli- 
tics. 

Secretary of the Interior. 

The year 1872 found him’ out of the 
Republican party and presiding over the 
convention of the Liberal party in Cin- 
cinnati, which nominated Horace Gree- 
ley for President, but 1876 found him 
back in the Republican party again, and 
later he found himself in the Cabinet. 
He was appointed Secretary of the In- 
terior by President Hayes and served 
from 1877 to 1881. The organization of 
the Mugwump party, if it may be called 
a party, gave Mr. Schurz another chance 
tg show his independence. He joined 
the Mugwumps and supported Cleveland 
against Blaine. In.the next presidential 
election he supported Cieveland against 
Gen. Harrison. 

Carl Schurz was editor of she New 
York Evening Post from 1881 to"™884. He

RUSSIAN VICE- 
ADMIRAL SLAIN 
BY ASSASSIN 


Kuzmich Stabbed in the Back 
With, Dagger at Govern- 
ment Works. 








DISLIKED BY WORKMEN 





Refused to Allow Them to Par- 
ticipate in May Day 
Celebration. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May . 14.—Vice- 
Admiral Kuzmich, commander of the 
port, who was very unpopular with the 
workmen, was assassinated here today 
by workmen whose Mayday demonstra- 
tion he had attempted to stop. 

The Admiral was killed at the new 


admiralty works, a Government institu- 
tion where most of the 2000 men em- 
ployed there reported for duty at 0d 
o'clock this morning. They wanted i1m- 
mediately to march out in a body and 
celebrate the Russian Mayday, but final- 
ly agreed to work till 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. The Admiral, however, made 
a speech to the men, saying that he 
could not agree to their leaving work at 
2 o’cloc, and the matter was left open. 
At about 9:30 a. m., according to an 
officer who was at the gate of the 
works, the Admiral was emerging 
from a small shop in the works when 
a workman, who had been concealed 
around the corner of the _ building, 
leaped on Kuzmich from behind and 
drove a long dagger into his back. 
The Admiral fell forward on his face, 
Which was badly cut by stones, and 
died immediately. / The assassin fled 
into a large forge, where he was lost 
among the men employed there. 

Vain Search for Slayer. 
The works were promptly surround- 
ed by troops and police, but the 
search for the murderer was unavail- 
ing, his comrades professing ignor- 
ance of his identity. 
The police say_that it. is ev ident that 
the assassination of the Admiral had 
been planned in advance. The dagger 
which was found on the spot was con- 
cealed round a stick like a sword cane. 
Among the workmen are many former 
sailors and revolutionists. Kuzmich had 
a bad reputation among the workmen, 
being regarded as hard and despotic.

CHASED POLICEMAN 
THt-BALL BAT 


Grocer’s Atrest for Alleged 
“Lid Lifting’ Made Un- 
der Difficulties. 


The arrest of William Tiepelmann, 
who runs a grocery store and saloon at 
5449 St. Louis avenue, was accomplished 
Sunday morning under difficulties and 
after one policeman had been put to 
flight by a woman armed with a base- 
ball bat. Tiepelmann was taken to the 
Mounted District Station and charged 
with violating the Sunday-closing law. 
About 8:3 Sunday morning Policeman 
Tully, in citizen’s clothes, asked if he 
could buy a drink of whisky. Witnesses 
agree on this point, but they disagree 
as to the result of the inquiry. 

Tiepelmann, his wife, Mrs. Mary Beel, 
his sister-in-law, and Mrs. Christina 
Schaefer, his mother-in-law, say that no 
liquor was sold to Tully. 

“When Tully entered the store the 
bar was closed as usual,” said Mrs. 
Beel Monday morning. “He asked if 
there was ‘anything doing,’ and was 
told that there was not in the way of 
lifting the lid. He persisted, but 
again met a refusal. Then my mother 
entered the place with a whisky bot- 
tle in her hand. She wanted vinegar 


put in. 
Chased Him With Bat. 

“Tully grabbed the bottle and said 
he would help himself. My mother re- 
sisted and Tiepelmann went to her aid. 
Tully struck Tiepelmann on the nose 
and knocked him down. Then I went 
into the back room, got a _ baseball 
bat and chased Tully out. I did not 
hit him, though I made motions. 

“Pretty soon he came back with an- 
other man. He was a policeman, too, 
but we did not know that. The men 
drew revolvers and scared the custom- 
ers who were in the store. After 
awhile they showed ‘their stars and ar- 
rested Tiepelmann. After he was taken 
to the wagon, they came back, abused 
me and my sister and accused us of 
stealing Tully's club. 

“They used bad language, called us 
names and swore at us, threatening to 
arrest us, but finally went away with- 
out taking anyone but Tippleman. No 
liquor was sold to Tully nor to anyone 
else Sunday.’

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THE PRESIDENTIAL DANGER LINE. 

The President’s favorite method of disposing of 
persons who displease him by denouneing them as 
liars and vulgarians has struck a-snag in the Chan- 
dler-Tillman-Bailey controversy.

Whether Mr. Chandler reported the President’s 
conversation with absolute accuracy or not, the fact 
that the President did treat with the Democrats to 
ovegthrow the railroad senators and then threw over 
his allies when it pleased him to strike a bargain 
with his opponents seems to be established.

This is because she is an excellent comedian, vital with a fine gayety and 
bueyancy recalling the best lighter work of Adelaide Neilson of 2% years ago, 
and also because, underneath the temperamental joyousness of her art, 
there is a deep seriousness which seems to demand her highest effort at every 
moment of her work on the stage. Miss Stewart is undeniably an admirable 
actress, so very good, indeed, that it will be astonishing if she doesn’t make 
the London hit for which she is now headed and come back to New York with 
all the glamor of an English success enveloping her name. For she’s not go- 
ing to play in New York this season—sie’'s just making a preliminary Amer- 
joan trial in certain other American cities preparatory to a London appear- 
ance.

The Australian ac- 
tress with the beautiful face and marvelous voice satisfies the soul’s expecta- 
tion of Nell, and last night’s house told her so through the medium of almost 
overwhelming applause. : 

Miss Stewart is well supported by the Australian company which Manager 
Musgrove has gathered around her. The best work in support was done by 
Mr. Harcourt Beatty, as King Cherles; Mr. James Lindsay, as Sir Roger Fair- 
fax; Mr. Albert Gran, as Lord Jeffreys, and Misses Dora and Marie Rignold, 
as Lady Olivia Vernon and Lady Castlemaine, respectively. The Lord Jef- 
frey of Mr. Gran is somewhat overstrained along melodramtaic lines now and 
then, however. <A clever bit of incidental character work was done by Mr.

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POOL MAKES GOTHAM 
MECCA OF PUGILISTS 
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Magistrate’s Decision Which Makes Boxing Legal Before Members 
of Clubs on Whose Premises Matches Are Contested, Brings 
the Mitt Men to the Great White Way. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May § 14.—Magistrate 
Pool, sitting in the Jefferson Market 
Court, New York, drove the wedge 
that makes 20-round glove contests pos- 
Bible in that city. The accommodating 
magistrate, in citing the law in the 
case, said there can be no violation of 
the law provided the spectators are 
members of the club holding the fight. 

The case was brought before the mag- 
istrate by the prearranged arrest of 
Joseph Dunn and Harry Phillips, a 
pair of preliminary fighters to the 
Schreck-Hart windup at the recent 
Madison Square Garden boxing show. 
After listening to the arguments he 
declared that as only those who had 
purchased cards of membership in the 
club had been admitted there had been 
no violation of the law and discharged 
the two pugilists. 

"His decision is the first of its kind 
in New York since: the repeal of the 
Horton law, and as the police commis- 
sioners were represented in court it is 
possible Pool’s favorable decision will 
stand. This is the best piece of news 
that has been dished out to the fight- 
ers in years and all roads, for the next 
few months, will lead to Manhattan 
Island. Regarding the membership of 
clubs, that will be overcome by mak- 
‘ing every fight fan, with the price, a 
member, and as the dyed-in-the-wool 
fight follower can dig up money to see 
a scrap quicker than for anything else, 
members can be manufactured at the 
rate of one per minute. 

Fights Past and to Come. 


The club which secured the favorable 
decision held its first fistic entertain- 
ment on the night of May 3, with heavy- 
weights Schreck and Hart as the star 
attraction. The bouts were limited to 
four rounds, too short for decisive work 
for sume big fellows, with the result 
that the main bout, according to some 


reports, was unsatisfactory. Schreck, 
when he returned to Chicago, stated the 
bout pleased the management and that 
‘he had Hart on the verge of a decisive 
defeat in the third round and that the 
Louisville fighter hung on Ilike grim 
death in the last round to stay the 


limit. 

This club at present is arranging to 
pull off a number of 10-round contests 
and has matched Joe Gans and Willie 
Lewis for its next entertainment. This, 
should it take place, will be Gans’ first 
fight in New York since May 2, 1900, 
when he knocked out Dal Hawkins be- 
fore the Broadway A. C. in three rounds. 
That was one of the hardest and fastest 
fights I ever saw. as it was a continual 
session of slugging from the moment 
they put up their hands until Dal went 
to the canvas for the count. It was 
either man's fight every minute they 
were at it. both going down repeatedly 
and arising staggering. It was one of 
the few honestly fought battles that 
‘ took place in New York in the final 
months of the Horton law, which was 
repealed and went into effect on Sept. 1 
of that vear. 


Fakes of the Old Days. 


The last two important fights under 
the law were between Joe Walcott and 
Tommy West and Jim Corbett and 
“Kid"’ McCoy, and were jobs pure and 


simple. The Walcott-West 
ulled off on Aug. 27. Those 
now were betting all kinds of money 
and.at any old odds that West would 
win and that during the fight when Joe 
was beuting Tommy to a frazzle. At 
the end of the eleventh round it was 
any odds Walcott would win, but when 
time was called for round 12 Joe did not 
answer to the call, claiming he had 
injured him arm, so Referee Charley 
hite awarded the fight to West, 
while the sure thing sports ‘“‘cashed.’’ 
Three nights later those clever mitt 
artists, Jim Corbett and “Kid” McCoy, 
entered the rin at Madison Square 
Garden, and with the assistance of the 
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gang that framed up the job. separated 
the unsophisticated sports from their 
greenbacks by faking it for five rounds, 
the “Kid” feigning a knockout in that 
session. “And why not?’’ they said. 
“The jig 1s up and we may as well 
make it a good one by getting the 
money,.”’ 

It was a fitting finale to a corrupt 
pugilistic regime, and it is_ sincerely 
hoped the clubs that will profit by Mag- 
istrate Pool's decision will not follow 
in the footsteps of their predecessors. 
New York is one of the best fight towns 
in the country, and if the clubs that 
intend embarking in the business will 
not attempt to rake in all the money 
in sight in one night the game should 
boom, 

O’HRourke Again in Action. 

The Pool decision, as it will hereafter 
be termed, stirred up all the old fight 
lovers and some of them, it is said, have 
requested Tom O’Rourke to organize a 
club to pul! off 20-round bouts. One re- 
port from New York reads as follows: 

‘Since the decision which made boxing 
legal, when run under the strict club 
plan, O'Rourke has been in receipt of 


many letters from people who were fa- 
miliar with the manner in which he con- 
ducted his bouts in the old days of the 
Horton law. Scores of sporting men 
wh» delignt in seeing boxers perform 
enireated Mr. O'Rourke to enter the lo- 
cal field and, with a clubhouse which 
would be a permanent home, where 
members could have the advantage not 
enjoyed by members of other clubs— 
that of training in their own quarters, 
cater to champions and give bouts 
which would be worth the large assess- 
ment fees they were willing to pay.” 

It cannot be possible that those who 
were familiar with the manner in which 
O'Rourke conducted his bouts are clam- 
oring for Tom to re-enter the field, as 
a great number of the fights he pulled 
off left a dark-brown taste in the 
mouths of the lovers of square sport. 
Probably those who benefited by some 
of Tom’s fights are desirous to see him 
cut into the game, with expectations 
they will get the right ‘dope’ when 
there is “something doing.’’ Tom says 
none but champions or men of absolute- 
ly high class will appear at his club, but 
he fails to state where the crackerjack 
pugilists will come from, as there are 
only a few in sight at present.

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BASEBALL IS HAVING 


IN_ BRITAIN 





Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
and New York Worid. 
LONDON, May 14.—Americans who 
have noticed that a fresh-movement !s 
on foot to popularize the game of base- 
ball in Great Britain may not have 
taken it with any great seriousness, 
several previous attempts to make Brit- 
ishers “play ball’ having failed igno- 

miniously. 

The recent activity in this direction, 
however, bas seemed from the first to 
mean business. Interviews with promi- 
nent athletic authorities make it appear 
as if baseball is on the point of becom- 
ing firmly established in this country. 
In fact, many former cricket enthusl- 
asis predict the time is surely coming 
when the faster American game will 
deiinitely have taken its place. 

A big meeting of sportsmen has just 
been held at the Charterhouse Hotel in 
London at which the sole topic of con- 
versation was the introduction of base- 
ball in England, and in order to gain 
further information as to the progress 
of the movement I called on a large 
importer of American sporting goods 
and had an interview with the manager. 


Orders $5000 Stock. 

“It is undoubtedly true,”” he said, ‘that 
American baseball has come to stay this 
time.'We have just cabled to the United 
States orders to the extent of $5000 for 
baseball outfits, and indications lead us 
to believe that there is to be a tremend- 
ous revival of baseball throughout En- 
gland. The principal organizer of this 
movement is Nelson P. Cook, who is 
well known in sporting circles. He is 
meeting with encouragement on every 
hand. 

‘There are no less than eight teams 
organized. Some of these are already 
playing regulation American baseball. 
Among them are the teams of Totten- 
ham, Fulham, Woolwich, West Ham, 
Brentford, Chelsea, Milwall, and last, 
but not by any means least, the Nonde- 
scripts of London, the last named made 
up principally of men on the staffs of 
various London newspapers.
